Maxon Case Up In 
High Court Oct. 5 


The supreme court 
will decide 


on Oct. 5 whether or not Glenway 
Maxon, scion of a wealthy' Milwau- 
kee family and 
well-known club- 


man, must serve a five-year sen- 
tence on a manslaughter conviction 
resulting from a fatal accident. 


The case was 
continued after 


the court had heard arguments on 
the appeal of W. C. Zabel, district 
attorney of Milwaukee county, from 
the action of Judge A. H. Reid in 
Municipal court, -syho placed Maxon 
on parole for five years after the 
Supreme court had affirmed his sen- 
tence. 


Mr. Zabel held that the lower 


court jucge had no power to parole 
Maxon after his sentence had been 
affirmed by the hisrh tribunal and 
more than a vear hid elapsed since 
the imposition of the sentence.

Protestant service, declared Dr. J. -G. Oster, speaking at the general conference of the Swedish Baptist 
church in session in Chicago. 


"It is a natural necessity for the soul to-worship," he _said. "Psychologists distinguish between 


two types of worship, one of which aims at making some kind of effect upon the Deity while the other 
seeks only to induce some desired mood or belief o r attitude in the mind of the worshipper. These are 
known as objective and subjective worship. 


'The Protestant plan of producing certain psychological impressions seems to me to have failed 


in its object Modern man will stay away from a s ervic'e that confessedly has nothing else in view 
than to create certain moods and attitudes of mind. 


"There is a kind of worship that is perfectly o bjective and sincere and that is quite as possible 


for the intelligent man of today as it was for th e ancient. This is that union of awe and gratitude, 
which is reverence, combined with consecration and communion, which most thoughtful men fee] in 
che presence of cosmic forces and in reflecting up on them. 


"Worship is not something to be outgrown. I ts form may change but the thing itself is eternal. 


The task of the church is to stimulate and direct this fundamental human impulse with what wisdom 
it may apply."

The dead ripe fields will 
not take on further spread of leaf, 
but the stalk and leaves will 
ab- 


sorb considerable moisture which 
in the laboratory of the plant will 
aid in curing the leaf and improve 
its quality. The plants in the stage 
of suckering will show wonderful 
development of the suckers. These 
should be removed at once in order 
that the nourishment flo-wing into 
the flower production may be di- 
verted into leaf production.

La Follette's Views On Foreign 


Policy 


S 


AMUEL UNTERMYER, the brilliant 
New York lawyer, probably one of 


the ablest investigators in America, and 
nationally known as the inquisitor of the 
Steel Trust and the housing profiteers, 
has just returned from a trip 'abroad. 


Mr. Untermyer has made annual jour- 


neys abroad for 34 years. He knows Eu- 
rope as few Americans know it and on 
his travels he carries with him a mind 
trained to observe and to deduce sane 
conclusions. 


In an interview given out at New York 


City the other day upon his return from 
two months' spent in the stricken coun- 
tries of Central and Western Europe, Mr. 
Untermyer paid to Robert M. La Follette 
and his views on foreign questions a 
tribute that should challenge the atten- 


.''• tion of many patriotic, well-intentioned 


people, who, like Mr. Untermyer, orig- 
inally favored our entrance into the 
League of Nations. 


The test of statesmanship, in the final 


analysis, is ability to foresee the conse- 
quences of laws and policies promulgated 
by the government. 


Senator La Follette has for a genera- 


tion given the people of Wisconsin proof 
of an almost uncanny wisdom in fore- 
telling the consequences of such iniquit- 
ous legislation as the Payne-Aldrich tar- 
iff bill, the Esch-Cummins Railroad law, 
and similar measures. 


Mr, Untermyer now attests the fact 


that the senator foresaw when this coun- 
try entered the war, and later when the 
Peace Treaty was submitted to the sen- 
ate, exactly the conditions which Mr. Un- 
Urmyer himself now observes as actuali- 
ties in the countries of Europe. 


Commenting with regret upon the 


resignation of Justice Clarke, "one of the 
most useful and progressive members" 
of the Supreme court, to promote the 
cause of the League of Nations, to which 
he refers as an "irridescent dream," Mr. 
Untermyer continues: 


"I, too, was an enthusiastic champion 


of the League of Nations and would still 
be if it were intended to protect and per- 
petuate a just peace. 


"But intimate contact with the peoples 


of the countries who have been robbed, 
persecuted and enslaved, dismembered 
and left to starve satisfies me that no 
amount of leagues or compacts will suc- 
ceed in palliating that unparalleled crime 
and that our fair land will never lend its 
powerful aid to any league of nations un- 
til the wrongs that were perpetuated in 
the name of democracy and self-deter- 
mination have been righted. 


"Our beloved country is indeed under 


the protection of a divine Providence to 
have given us at that critical time such 
wise, and far seeing statesmen as Sena- 
tors Reed, Borah, Johnson, La Follette 
and their followers, who had the supreme 
courage to stake their political lives up- 
on the defeat of that abominable treaty 
and of the league that was devised to put 
it out of the power of the oppressed peo- 
ple to right the wrongs inflicted upon 
them by the treaty." 


Thus Senator La Follette wins an- 


other vindication for the wisdom of his 
views on foreign policy, and an acknowl- 
edgment from one who disagreed with 
him when the senator made his moment- 
ous choice. 


Some ^.ay the country must go back 


even farther than the league debate and 
inquire into the wisdom of those who 
voted for and against the policy of lead- 
ing the United States into the struggle 
which was exhausting Europe, and im- 
pov--rushing its people. 


Senator La Follette was the only great 


loader now in the senate who stood up 
at that time kgairist that policy. He did 
it for precisely the same reason that he 
opposed our entrance into the league: 
because he believed that democracy could 
not be served by attempting to settle Eu- 
ropean problems with which we had lit- 
tle concern by force. 


It was when we entered the war that 


this country became embroiled in Eu- 
ropean affairs, not when the league cov- 
enant was presented to the senate, and 
some day it will be accepted to the ever- 
lasting credit of Senator La Follette— 


as it. has'already been accepted in Wis- 
consin—that he alone "of'all the out- 
standing leaders in. the. senate had .the 
courage and the wisdom to stand out 
against our entering the turmoil which 
is still reaping its< withering harvest 
abroad. 


Greece and Turkey are now fighting 


in the neighborhood of Armenia, where 
Great Britain proposed we should take 
a mandate! 


Had we gone into the league American 


sons might now be on their way abroad 
to join other American soldiers engaged 
in the bloody business of pacifying war- 
like-armies of Greeks and Turks. 


Senator La Follette predicted exactly 


this result if we entered the League of 
Nations, just as he predicted unconscion- 
able profiteering, higher prices and high- 
er taxes for the poor, and a. set-back for 
the cause of real democracy in this coun- 
try if we entered the World War, 


The . enator's wisdom in both predic- 


tions has been abundantly established by 
\vhat has actually taken place and it is 
not surprising that in a campaign in 
which his opponents made his "obstruc- 
tive" tactics against these policies an 
issue, that he has been overwhelmingly 
endorsed by the peace-loving men ar.-\l 
women of Wisconsin. 


In the meantime, we respectfully refer 


Mr. Untermyer's frank acknowledgement 
t ) Mrs. Jessie Jack Hooper, who favors 
our immediate entrance into the league 
as a candidate for the senate.

E ARE in receipt of some publicity 
announcing plans of the National

That is the issue here today, and but- for the

issue; it is a moral Issue. It is the very flesh • 
and blood, sinew and fiber of democracy itself. 
It is not a question whether labor shall domin- 
ate or whether capital shall rule, but it is a 
question whether .the people of the state of 
Wisconsin shall rule. It is not a question 
whether the Jew shall govern, or whether the 
Catholic shall be dominant, or whether the Pro- 
testant shall burden us with blue laws, or 
whether the.Germans are loyal to the war pro- 
fiteers—all these'are not the questions at issue 
in Wisconsin. 


La Follette went before the common people- 


appearing before the farmer and the--laborer, 
the business man and the lawyer, the doctor 
and the minister and with simple candor told 
the people that, he would demand that the peo- 
ple shall rule. He reviewed his war record 
with the people. Nothing wrong about that, 
the people have now said. Indeed, if your 
war record is clean you have nothing to hide, 
nothing to forget. 
La Follette had nothing to 


cover up—nothing to regret, only things to be 
proud of. But now comes The Journal and 
The Sentinel ,with their three hundred little 
county followers and protest that the war is 
over, why talk about it or connect the Sen- 
ator with it. But the day of psychological 
retribution has come. Mr. Ganfield, Mr. La 
Follette's opponent—a minister of the gospel- 
wanted to forget the war, to forget the filled 
graves! 
But the common people would not let 


him forcet and have served notice on the world 
today that those who would not let us forget 
the war in 1914-18 shall not forget the war in 
1922—and for twenty years to come! 


Mr. La Follette was too great, too big, too 


tolerant to attack his opponent. As in all his 
other campaigns in the past he remained im- 
personal and charitable toward those who 
cruelly attacked him, and by not one word, 
one syllable did he assail them, not even the 
Kentucky carpetbagger, a schoolmaster of the 
Wilson type and a preacher of Cotton Mather 
fanaticism 
and of alien-baiting persuasion, 


who was trotted ont to oppose the senator and 
to receive the worst beating in the state's his- 
tory.-—Ralph Elmergrecn, Milwaukee, Wis.

DAUGHERTY NOT OMNIPOTENT 


Attyl Gen, Daugherty, says the New York 


World, "has suddenly come to regard himself 
as the heroic champion of the open shop and 
has muddled the entire railroad situation in an 
endeavor to give to his personal economic theo- 
ries the force of law. 


"By the attorney general's own admission,'* | 


the editorial continues, "one of the . main ob- 
jects of the Daujhcrty injunction is to main- 
tain the open shop. 
In his address to the 


court Mr. Daugherty said: 


" 'But it may be understood that so long and 


to the-extent that I can speak for the govern- 
ment of the United States, I will use the power 
of the government to prevent the labor unions 
of the country from destroying the open shop. 


"Mr. Daugherty might with equal authority 


of the constitution have said that to the extent 
he could speak for the government of the Unit- 
ed States no flapper would be allowed to wear 
skirts that were more than six inches from the 
floor. 


"It is none of Mr. Daugherty's business as at- 


torney general whether the shops are open or 
closed. It is none of his business whether in- 
dustry is carried on exclusively by members 
•of trades unions or exclusively by people who 
do not belong to trades unions. 


''So far as labor unions are concerned, the 


right of organization has been formally declar- 
ed by Congress in the Clayton act. 
So far as 


the unions are concerned in the railroad strike, 
the transportation act, which was passed by a 
Republican Congress, 
specifically recognized 


them as one of the. agencies thru which the gov- 
ernment must deal in helping to determine the 
rate of wages. 
Why the . attorney 
general 


should have dragged his open shop theories in- 
to this controversy is one of the mysteries of 
the 'best minds' which the ordinary intellect is, 
incapable of fathoming. 


'•Some day Mr. Daugherty ought to take an 


hour or two and read the constitution of the 
United States. If he read it carefully he would 
discover that the federal government is not • 
omnipotent, that it was never intended-to be 
-omnipotent, and'that by inference the attorney 
general of the United States is not omnipotent:"
